SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

It is considered that the pictures on the playing cards degrade and dehumanise 
women. The mitigating factor to this portrayal is the large component of the 
publications that depict faces and full bodies of women and men when engaging in 
sexual activity. Because of the sexually explicit photographs the playing cards are 
classified as : 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 
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
